The eigbl Karl- 
ingUm moOt wboee names fullow, 
will receive I^certificates of coiYi- 
petency for il»e rescue work, for 
having uudergoue li'teeu hourm 
or more of iraiuing in noxioua 
atmosphere :

They 
will each al^o hm eive « ''Rescne 
button," which will identify 
them as competent men for this 
work, should they be called to 
any mine disaster away from 
home. Tlu'se niou also stood a 
physical exantiuatioa to Drove 
their fitness to do rescae work 
under serious conditions. 

One oi the prnctioal thinirs 
that will come of the vitit of 
Kes^ueOarNo. 8 to Earlingtou 
is the organisation of a Red 
Cross Corps for first aid work, 
which will be done under direc 
tiuu of Dr. W. K. Nisbet, of the 
St. Bernard medical staff. . 

This work had been under tak 
en in a small way id the Karl 
ington group of mines before the 
coming of the Resone Oar. Red 
Cross boxes, sontaioing first aid 
bandages and appliances, h:ive, 
for the past year or two, been 
stationed at various places in 
these mines. Now the crops 
will;be organised, after the 
special instruction given by the 
flret aid expert on the Rescue 
Oar, and will be ready tor pr«c 
tioal service when necessary. 
The mine operators here liave 
given these government experts 
every facility tO accomplish this 
work among their employes.

oue gun shot wound at the hands 
of a would be assassin Friday 
nigbt about nine o'clock in s 
honse on the Itanks of the creek 
west of the base^ball park, occu- 
pied by Riley BfcLear. Holt and 
McLear, with the 
and a woman named Annie Bell, 
were playing a game of cards. 
The assassin took aim through a 
worn window shade at the lear 
of the house and fired. Circum- 
stancas support the theory thnt 
the charge was meant for the 
Bell woman, but that Holt pro- 
bably leaned forward just as the 
trigger wee polled^ Be caught 
every ahot in toe load except oue 
single shot that went through the 
shoulder of the Bell woman, who 
sat at his right. A felt wad waii 
taken out of the woQid, from 
under Holt's right shoulder blade 
and a number of shots which ap- 
peared to be either aumtier four 
or five. The wonnded ware at- 
tended to iu St. Bernard Hospi- 
tal. Holt made no conoplaiut 
during the operation and walked 
home after his wound was dress- 
ed. Answering a telephone call. 
Deputy R. N. Clark went to the 
scene of the shooting and escort 
ed the wuuuded pair to the hos 
pital. The gun wasfired at close 
range and the shot made a wound 
about tTie siz-' of a dollar, with a 
few aUiitluriug aiijt over a space 
not more than five iticbea in di- 
ameter. Dr. Johnson dresped 
the wounds. 

Following It clew that Deputy 
(Jlark uncovered in his investi- 
gations, he aud Deputy Marshall 
Hamby went to Heola after two 
o'clock in the morning aud visit- 
ed Albert Beasley's house. Beas- 
ley WHS not at home but his bed 
had been occupied and hib wife 
said he had been out early, had 
come in to bed and had gone 
a^Hin, bhe did not know whert-.
